Confused  knights,  killer  bunny  rabbits,  click¬ 
ing  coconuts,  dead  parrots,  dismembered  fight¬ 
ers,  and,  to  top  it  all  off,  narration  by  Mr. 
Rogers.  In  June  of  1993,  Malden  Catholic 
housed  a  production  in  the  Hayes  Auditorium 
|  of  Monty  Python  and  the  Holy  Grail.  It  was  the 
first  Malden  Catholic  play  directed  by  a  stu¬ 
dent,  Eamonn  Casey  ’94.  The  problems  in  de¬ 
veloping  this  play  were  clear.  First  of  all,  the 
entire  movie  had  to  transcribed  and  then  trans¬ 
formed  into  a  play.  Parts  of  the  movie  were 
taken  away  and  other  parts  were  added,  all 
from  other  Monty  Python  material.  The  play 
had  only  two  months  to  be  produced,  and 
scheduling  problems  kept  changing  the  final 
dates  of  the  play.  Also,  due  to  the  dates'  getting 
pushed  back  and  back,  many  of  the  regular 
drama  club  members  could  not  make  the  final 
play  dates,  which  were  Thursday,  June  10,  the 
last  day  of  school,  and  Saturday,  June  12. 

But  despite  the  trials  and  tribulations  that 
lay  in  the  way,  the  play  went  on  as  scheduled 
and  everyone  who  went  loved  it.  Had  advertis¬ 
ing  been  on  a  grand  scale,  it  could  have  been 
a  smash  hit  (maybe  we  would  have  broken 
even).  But,  then  again,  it  was  not  just  the  play 
that  the  people  loved,  but  the  mistakes  made 
and  split  second  improvisation  that  seemed  to 
take  up  the  whole  play.  To  put  it  in  simple 
terms,  the  play  was  a  mess,  but  the  people 
loved  it. 

In  the  tradition  of  Monty  Python  movie  mak¬ 
ing,  the  play  had  relatively  few  performers,  all 
playing  several  parts.  Characters  like  sopho¬ 
more  Richard  Tenorio’s  very  strange  Sir 
Bedivere,  and  Desmond  Grace’s  many  small 
but  well  performed  knights  and  wizards,  stole 
the  show  with  funny  accents  and  quick  retorts. 
Casey,  himself,  played  several  roles  including 
King  Arthur,  the  main  role.

Daniel  Webster  once  said  of  Dartmouth, 
his  alma  mater:  "it  is...a  small  college.

Re¬ 
gardless  of  the  grades  we  received  on  our 
report  cards,  our  education  would  be  less 
than  complete  if  we  had  failed  to  learn  the 
vital  message  of  caring  that  Malden  Catho¬ 
lic  has  taught  us.  It  is  a  lesson  we  have 
learned.... 

May  we  be  granted  the  wisdom  to  ap¬ 
preciate  always  the  education  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  here....  may  the  wisdom  be  bestowed 
on  us  to  be  thankful  forever  to  those  who 
have  encouraged  and  supported  us....

Theodore  Roosevelt  once  said,  "  Far 
and  away,  the  best  prize  that  life  offers  is 
the  chance  to  work  hard  at  work  worth 
doing."  Our  parents  and  the  faculty  and 
administrators  of  Malden  Catholic  gave 
my  class  that  "chance."  And  looking  at 
the  class  of  1994, 1  know  that  we  re¬ 
sponded  well... 

We  learn...  that  what  ultimately 
defines  us  is  much  deeper  than  the  cul¬ 
tural  accidents  of  our  personal  histories. 
We  come  to  understand  that  we  must 
decide  whether  we  will  define  ourselves 
differently  from  the  way  our  culture  had 
defined  us. 

If  we  choose  to  break  with  our  cul¬ 
ture,  we  become —  even  if  only  in  a  small 
way —  "counter-cultural."  I  choose  to 
see...  reality  very  differently  than  we  were 
taught.  It  is  the  task  of  education  to  equip 
us  with  the  tools  we  need  to  redefine 


Each  of  us  must  learn  to  be  in  the 
world,  but  not  of  it.  Similarly,  our  institu¬ 
tions,  even  the  Church  itself,  must  main¬ 
tain  a  vigilance  against  being  co-opted  by 
the  shallow  and  shifting  values  of  popular 
culture.  Who  knows  what  difference  a 
watchful  Christian  community  could  have 
made  in  Nazi  Germany?  Or  can  make  in 
Haiti?  or  in  the  former  Yugoslavia?  Cul¬ 
ture  can  be  transformed  only  by  already 
transformed,  educated  individuals. 

My  hope  is  that  in  some  significant 
way, ...  our  transformation  and  our  educa¬ 
tion  have  rooted  themselves  here  at 
Malden  Catholic.  Go  out  into  the  world 
but  do  not  be  seduced  by  it.  In  God's 
name,  make  a  difference  in  the  world.
